Raytheon Worker 
aves Youngsters

Two Andover children escaped injury 
in a fire that gutted the second floor crf 
their Lowell Street home last Friday 
night, thanks to the actions of an off-duty 
Tyngsboro fireman. 

On his supper break from working 
yvertime at Raytheon, Reginald Dove of 
Tyngsboro passed the house of Frederick 
and Florence Yunggebauer, at 386 Low- 
ell St., and saw smoke emanating from 
the second floor. ‘‘I knew they weren't 
supposed to be burning leaves in And- 
over, or anything like that,”’ said Dove, 
so he stopped and alerted a neighbor, 
who called the Andover Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Not sure if anyone was in the house, 
ove tried the front door and found it 
ocked. He checked the back; it was 
open, so he entered. ‘There were two 
kids there, watching T.V.,”’ said Dove 
“They never knew what was happen- 
ing.” He added that the boys, Gus Yung-

In the meantime, another passerby 
had noticed the fire and had gone to Bar 
ron’s Country Store to report it. State 
trooper Tom Gallagher, who had been at 
Barron’s, immediately drove to the 
house, where he found the Yunggebauer 
boys safely evacuated, and Dove closing 
the doors to contain the fire. They were

A total of 
100 points is considered perfect; bands seldom 
receive medals higher than the silver ranking, 
which indicates a total of 70 to 85 points

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Oberlin President Launches Symposium 


Phillips Academy opens the 1986 Headmaster’s Symposium with an address by 
Sovietologist and Oberlin College President Dr. S. Frederick Starr on Wednesday, 
Nov. 6, at 4:30 p.m. in Kemper Auditorium. The public is invited. 

As one result of the Andover faculty’s study trip to the Soviet Union last summer, 
the symposium, entitled ‘The Soviet Union: Beyond Stereotypes, Toward Under- 
standing,’’ will focus on the culture of the U.S.S.R. and its relationship with the 
United States. Starr, the first in a series of eminent speakers throughout the academ- 
ic year, will speak on ‘‘Soviet Popular Culture.” 

Starr, long known as a Soviet affairs specialist, served as associate professor of 
history at Princeton University from 1968 until 1974 when he helped found The Wilson 
Center’s Kennan Institute for Advanced Russian Studies at the Smithsonian Institu-

tion. A fluent speaker of Russian, Turkish and German, he helped to establish the 
President’s Commission on Foreign Languages and International Studies in 1978 
Starr became Oberlin’s 12th president and a professor of history n July 1983. 

Starr is also a jazz aficionado. His 11 books include ‘“‘Red and Hot: The F ate of Jazz 
in the Soviety Union, 1917-1980,” which received the Deems-Taylor Award for Excel- 
lence in Writing in 1984. His articles on topics ranging from Russian studies to ar- 
chitecture and early jazz have appeared in the “Yale Review,’’ the “Smithsonia: 
Magazine”’ and the ‘‘New York Times.” 

The Headmaster’s Symposium will continue throughout the winter and spring 
terms. The public is invited to attend all lectures, films and exhibitions on Soviet 
culture.

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Mission Traders A Response To 


Establishing Life’s Priorities 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Olive-clad figures lurk against the 
slate-blue background; soldiers, torches 
in hand, poised to set fire to thatched 
roofs. Beyond them, villagers destroy 
their own crops so they can be of no use 
to the invading army, the Khmer Rouge. 

The flat cotton square teems with em- 
broidered action—fleeing peasants, their 
huts in flames, poling green rafts across 
the river; prisoners bound before the 
weapons of soldiers. And, at the end, a 
curiously modern symbol of freedom: a 
bright red car parked at a Red Cross out- 
post in Thailand, waiting « 

[he history alone within the work, 
sewn by a Cambodian refugee now living 
in Boston, might consign it to a museum 
wall. Instead, it bears a price tag and 
hangs in one of Andover’s most unusual 
new shops, Mission Traders. 

Mission Traders, located at the corner 
of Park and Florence Streets, carries an 
inventory of approx#mately 400 items 
from 28 different countries. Each, like 
the wall hanging, is hand-made and has 
come to the shop through one of 80 differ- 
ent mission projects representing a wide 
spectrum of religions and agencies fot 
economic aid. Behind each item there is 
at least one story—of hardship; of digni 
ty through work; of life ina world where 
poverty is a constant 

Bart Schick, who co-owns the store 
with his wife Babbie, is the resident sto- 
ryteller. He knows every item on hil 
shelves. Not only has he ordered ther 
in some cases, he’s met the artisans who 
created them 

A North Andover resident since 1972 
Schick sold what he calls his ‘minor 
ownership” in a ski-wear operatiol 
1982 to take up real estate project: 
and Babbie serve on the Board of World 
Service at Andover’s South Church; dur 
ing a lull in his work two years ago, he 
and Babbie led a mission trip for the 
stitution to Peru. Later, in February 
they went on a second foray—this time to 
Haiti. When they returned, Schick found 
himself questioning his priorities in life 
“There’s something about physically be- 
ing on turf you don’t belong in that 
moves you to act,’’ he explains. ‘‘Maybe 
you'll give financial support; maybe 
you'll write about the experience. This 
his gesture takes in the front room of the 
store, where Peruvian sweaters jockey 
for space with blankets and baskets—"‘is 
our response.” 

Mission Traders, says Schick, provides 
a sort of double support to third-world 
missionary work. The store provides ar- 
tisans with a market and, therefore, pay- 
ment for their goods. In addition, after 
covering their own expenses, the Schicks 
designate their profits to support two 
ongoiag projects—a women’s knitting co- 
op in Lima, Peru, and a children’s hospi- 
ta! in Port-au-Prince, Haiti. 

The first project, the co-op, provides 
wool for local Peruvian peasants and 
buys their finished sweaters. The 
Schicks in turn buy them for Mission

Traders through an exporter whose pro!

The hospital in Haiti, Schick points out 
with pride, is a pioneer in preventative 
medicine for children and adults. It has 
been credited with immunizing 80 per 
cent of the island for tuberculosis 

Although Mission Traders is strictly 
family business and is not sponsored by 
any religious institution, South Churct 
pastor, Rev. Dr. Westy Egmont, con 
mends it as a prime example of missio! 
ary work through down-to-earth 
practical economics. “You can’t under 
stand the love of God on an empty belly,’ 
he says. He speaks with admiration 
about the Schicks, noting that if Bart is 
the business expert of their venture, it is 
Babbie—who serves as South Church’s 
coordinator of mission programs—who 
epitomizes the spiritual aspect. 

Most of the goods for sale in the shop 
are practical or decorative items—few 
deal overtly with matters of the spirit. Of 
those which do, most would make suita- 
ble decorations for the Christmas holi- 
days. There are brilliantly-colored 
pottery manger scenes, used originally 


s portable religious shrines carried 
from village to village by priests in 
Peru; there are hand-carved olive-wood 
religious figures from the West Bank of 
the Jordan. But, for the most part, Mis 
sion Traders features the sort of mer 
chandise you might give anyone as a 
gift—clothing, jewelry, pillows and wall 
hangings, even a Peruvian version of the 

Friendship Pin irrent teenage 
‘raze. The good inge quality from 
the charmingly primitive to the sophisti- 
cated and artisti: 

Amassing his inventory, Schick ad- 
mits, isn’t always easy. In order to visit 
components of their merchandising net- 
work in person, the Schicks have found 
themselves traveling to exotic locales 
sometimes more frequently than they 
would like. “I’ve been to Haiti three 
times, Peru once and Equador once with- 
in the last year,’’ he says. ‘‘It looks like 
I'll be in Haiti next month, too. It’s not 
cheap to travel. I'd like to get to the point 
where I can combine trips to take care of 
business.” 

Governments and economics in the 
Third World often work in strange and 
mysterious ways to complicate the 


schicks’ operation. Take, for example, 
the shipment of sweaters from Peru. “I 
placed the order on May 13,” Bart says. 

Those sweaters went through bank 
strikes, mail! strikes...’’ Finally, as often 
happens in South American countries, 
someone connected with a local mission 
project met someone who was related to 
someone in one of the government of- 
fices. Contacts were made: word was 
passed; hands shaken. “Remarkably,” 
Bart adds, “it was all done without 
bribes.’’ The sweaters arrived at last in 
mid-October 

The Schicks have gathered a few sto- 
ries about the logistics of some of their 
co-ops and artisans that Americans, used 
to smooth-running industry, might find 
ironic or amusing. In one case, Bart re- 
calls touring a sewing co-op, where he 
Saw a woman patiently clipping out em- 
broidery work done by one of her work- 
ers. The co-op was located in the 
mountains of Peru; the worker had been 
instructed to copy the picture of a sail- 
boat. She had done so. But never having 
seen either a sailboat or the sea itself,

Law Forum At College 


The North Shore Children’s Law Project is 
presenting a conference for attorneys and legal 
advocates entitled ‘“‘The Stuck Case: The Search 
for Accountability in Children’s Services.” This 
forum is designed to address issues and provide 
technical assistance for attorneys dealing with 
interagency disputes or ‘‘stuck’’ cases.

Hospice Program Certified 


Medicare certification has been awarded to 
Hospice of the Home Health Foundation Visiting 
Nurse Associatidh, Executive Director Anita D. 
Freeman has announced. The certification 
awarded is the first for a Hosice program in 
northeast Massachusetts. Home Health Founda- 
tion VNA’s Hospice serves cancer patients, the 
terminally ill and their families in the Lawrnce- 
Haverhill metropolitan area and the eastert 
Merrimack Valley, including portions of neigh- 
boring New Hampshire. 

Freeman said, ‘‘As a result of this certifica 
tion. the value of Medicare coverage for eligibie 
Hospice care patients is dramatically in- 
creased; they now will be fully covered for 
needed inpatient and home care services withi 
Hospice benefit guidelines.’ 

She estimated as many as 1200 patients and 
families could be eligible for Home Health Foun- 
dation VNA Hospice and its cancer care serv- 
ices in the northeast region defined by the State 
Public Health Department. Freeman also 
noted: there are only 18 other Hospice programs 
with Medicare recognition in the entire six-state 
New England area. Medicare is the Federal 
funded health insurance program whoch pro- 
vides benefits for patients 65 years old or older 
and certain disabled individuals regardless of 
age. Hospice, which originated in England in 
1968, brings compassion, hope and quality living 
to the care of the terminally ill and their fami-

“For our patients and their families the new 
Hospice Medicare insurance eliminates the ter-

Freeman rported that Hospice patients in a 
Home Health Foundation VNA program who 
need inpatient care will be able to enter area 
hospitals for short stays. Arrangements have 
already been concluded with Lawrence General 
Hospital to serve patients in eastern Merrimack 
Valley and other hospital arrangements are be- 


.ing reviewed. Inpatient care, she states, is not 


limited by restrictions. 

Freeman said that Home Health Foundation 
VNA is contacting physicians in addition to hos- 
pitals, nursing homes, senior citizens and other 
health agencies to make them aware of the vital

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School Maintenance Program 
Criticized By Poore

Problems with the high school ventila- 
tion system, that has not been corrected 
since the five year existence of the Mu- 
nicipal Maintenace Department, was one 
of the examples of the problems not be- 
ing addressed by the department, by 
School Committee member Susan T. 
Poore during Tuesday’s meeting of the 
School Committee. 

‘The system is not functioning and | 
think we should agree to find a way to 
make the system work,”’ Poore told the 
committee. 

The central maintenance concept was 
designed five years ago by town officials 
to make all physical facilities, school and 


town buildings maintained by the Cen 
tral Maintenance Department and under 
one budget. 

“It is time to blow the bugle and unrav- 
el this process, so it will benefit us all or 
cash it in if we can’t do it.” Poore told 
the committee. ‘‘Some of our jails are 
now falling into administration by pri- 
vate industry. Perhaps it is time to con- 
sider that avenue for municipal 
maintenance,’’ Poore told the commit- 
tee. 

The primary importance of health and 
safety issues regarding school mainte- 
nance, was agreed upon be the School 
Committee 


‘Most of the things are getting done,” 
Gene Frulla, Sanborn School principal 
told the TOWNSMAN. ‘The process be- 
gins with communication by the princi- 
pal and senior custodian, who then 
communicate the problem to the Munici- 
pal Maintenance Department, after a 
work order is properly processed.’s 


Some things take longer and others are 
not done as fast as they should be, 
according to Frulla, who believes the 
process of municipal maintenance is 
working. 

‘Most things are getting done, the 
Maintenance Department has a set of 


priorities,’ Frulla said. 

The visit by the School Committee ti 
the elementary schools to discuss the 
system of Municipal Maintenance was 
effective, according to Frulla. 

“My frustration is that the original 
concept that I encouraged, supported 
and fostered, is not working,” Poore told 
the committee. ‘“Sometiiing is dramati- 
cally wrong with the process, not the 
people implementing it, but the way it is 
being implemented.”

To Dedicate Memorial Plaques

Years ago, when what is now Doherty 
Junior High was Punchard High School, 
two brass plaques hung in the entrance. 
On them were listed the’names of 143 
Punchard students and alumni, those 
who had served in World War I or died i 
World War II 

Removed and stored during the reno- 
vations that converted the school into 
Andover’s Town Hall, the plaques were 
discovered missing in 1984 

This Veteran’s Day, Nov. 11, the town 
will honor the listed men once again by 
dedicating three new plaques. The brass 
plates—made by McGann Bronze Com- 
pany of Cambridge, who made the origi- 
nals—will include copies of the two 
missing memorials and a third, listing 
Andover World War II dead whose 
names were not included in the original 
plaques. 

The oversight was discovered by Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony and John Le- 
wis, the director of Veterans’ Services, 
when they researched the names on the 
original memorials. ‘‘We found that the 
plaque for World War II dead did not in- 
clude men who were not graduates of 
Punchard High,’’ Mahony explains. In an 
attempt to make the memorials more 
universal, Mahony commissioned the 
third plaque. 

Ultimately, the three memorials will 
be placed where the two originally hung, 
in the entrance to the Town Hall. Prior to 
their placement, they will be displayed 
at the 11 a.m. Veteran’s Day ceremony 
at the Ballardvale Green, where they 
will be rededicated. Also to be included 
in the ceremony will be the dedication of 
a new flagpole to the memory of Martha 
Byington, who served as Ballardvale’s 
first librarian from 1913 to 1943. 

Town Manager Mahony invites rela- 
tives of those men whose names will ap- 
pear on the new plaques to take part in

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Rules Of The Road 


It seems an unnecessary task, since it simply 
involves common sense, but occasionally some 
commentary seems justified concerning rules of 
the road. 

There seems to be an increasing attitude that 
drivers are bent on conveying to others, whether 
they be drivers or pedestrians, that they own the 
road and everyone else should get out of their 
way. 

This attitude seems to be becoming more and 
more apparent at intersections where traffic 
lights are being ignored at an alarming rate. 

How often can motorists be observed beating a 
red light, or completely ignoring the signal to 
come to a complete stop. 

This is done with wanton disregard for any oth- 
er motorist or pedestrian who may or may not 
have proceeded into the intersection rightfully 
having been signaled to do so by a green light in 
their direction. 

Such disregard simply invites accidents, put- 
ting life and limb in jeopardy simply because the 
offending motorist, for whatever reason, can’t 
take the time to wait the few minutes it takes for 
the signal to change. 


As bad as this law-breaking activity is, similar 
action takes place at various intersections where 
stop signs are posted. 

Despite the signs being in large lettering on a 
red background and prominently displayed, 
many motorists simply exercise the right to be 
oblivious to the order and proceed straight 
through.

through their statewide network of 30 commu- 
nity centers and 220 service units staffed by lo- 
cal volunteers. Households demonstrating 
fnancial need can apply for up to a $200 grant at 
any Salvation Army Community Center between 
December 1 and April 30. 

‘Thousands of times every winter, desperate 
families find that their modest incomes exceed 
the eligibility limit for government fuel assis- 
tance,”’ said Seiler. ‘‘But this winter, with help 
from their more fortunate neighbors, these fi- 
nancially strapped citizens will be able to turn to 
the Good Neighbor Energy Fund for help in pay- 
ing their heating bills. The energy companies 
have given the Salvation Army another opportu- 
nity to assist people in Massachusetts.” 

To qualify for aid from the Good Neighbor En- 
ergy Fund, a household must be ineligible for 
fuel assistance and must fall within 150-200 per- 
cent of federal poverty guidelines and be experi- 
encing financial crisis due to _ illness, 
unemployment or other hardships.
